Miranda Castro wrote in “The 
Complete Homeopathic Handbook.” 
The term “homeopathy” comes from 
the Greek word homios (similar) and 
pathos (suffering or sickness). 

Castro’s definition mirrors the Law 
of Similars, which is the founding 
principle of homeopathy as: described 
in 1796 by,Samuel Hanemann, a 
German physician. 

“Any substance that produces spe- 
cific toxic symptoms in a healthy per- 
son when given full-strength form 
will cure a sick person with the same 
symptoms when given a very diluted, 
minute form,” Hanemann taught. 

For example, drinking coffee before 
bed will generally cause a sleepless 
night, but in a very small dose it is 
used to treat insomnia. 

Using natural substances. is an. 
attempt to cure in accordance with the 
natural laws of healing, according to 
Castro. Pharmaceutically prepared in 
very small doses, homeopathic medi- 
cines work with the body’s natural 
defenses to heal itself and help main- 
tain balance and health, Castro said. 

Cindy Holland, a midwife and resi- 
dent of Cecar City, believes homeo- 
pathic medicine acts as a catalyst, 
stimulating the body to heal itself and 
not weaken its defense mechanisms. 

“TI was first exposed to homeopathy 
after my son broke his leg when the 
brake cord on his bicycle snapped,”

Holland said. “We brought him home 
and called the chiropractor to check 
him out. The chiropractor gave him 
three homeopathic remedies: symhy- 
tum officinalis to help expedite heal- 
ing, hypericum to help with the pain 
and lidum for torn ligaments and 
muscles.” 

“My son réc6Vered'’so fast that we 
had to hold him back because he felt 
like the pain was gone, but he still had 
to heal,” Holland said. “I found out 
the chiropractor was teaching classes 
in homeopathy, which I took, and I 
joined a study group to learn more 
about it.” 

A list of homeopathic remedies, 
which number between 4,000 and 
5,000 treatments, can read like a for- 
eign language primer. Aurum 
Mariaticum Natronatum, Gummi 
Guttae and Zingiber Officinale reside 
on remedy lists along with gun pow- 
der, daisy and bleach. 

By law, pharmaceutical companies 
that produce homeopathic remedies 
aren't allowed to make claims about 
the effect of their product, according 
to Jacob McKinney, an herbalist who 
works for Nature’s Way, an herbal 
supplement company based in 
Springville. The FDA strictly regu- 
lates claims made on homeopathic 
remedies, he said. 

“There’s no way to learn about all 
of the remedies thoroughly, so it helps 
to have a way to narrow them down, 
which is why they are grouped into 
animal, plant or mineral remedies,”

RAMAT GAN, Israel — Yigal 
Amir’s world was one of black and 
white — organized by a moral cer- 
tainty that extended from his religious 
studies to the murder of Prime 
Minister Yitzhak Rabin: 

At a court hearing Monday, the 25- 
year-old Amir announced coolly that 
justice was served when ‘he shot and 
killed Rabin, whom he blamed for 
attacks by Islamic militants that have 
killed dozens of Israelis. 

Students at Bar-Ilan, University, 
where Amir studied law, computer 
science and the Torah, described their 
classmate Monday as a dedicated stu- 
dent, self-confident and unshakable in 
his convictions. They expressed little 
surprise at reports that Amir was once 
trained as a guard by Israel’s Shin Bet 
security service, which taught him to 
fire a pistol and analyze security mea- 
sures. 

Amir was, ordered to be held until 
Noy. 30 while police complete their 
investigation of him and a half-dozen 
other suspects in custody. Police 
believe there was a carefully planned 
conspiracy to kill the prime minister, 
although Amir has insisted he acted 
alone. 

Police said Amir will be charged 
with murder, attempted murder and 
conspiracy. 


He grew up in the Tel Aviv suburb 
of Herzliya, the second of eight chil- 
dren in a family of religious immi- 
grants from Yemen. Amir excelled in 
religious elementary and high 
schools, then continued his studies 
while serving in Israel’s elite Golani 
brigade. 

In an unconfirmed account citing 
unidentified security sources, the 
Yediot Ahronot newspaper said 
Monday that Amir’s job was to pro- 
tect the Jewish community in Latvia. 
The Shin Bet trained Amir in marks- 
manship and protection practices 
before he was sent abroad, the news- 
paper said. In one lecture, Amir 
reportedly learned that security could 
most easily be penetrated when a tar- 
get was arriving at an event or leaving 
one. 

Amir shot and killed Rabin Nov. 4 
as the prime minister was getting into 
his car after a peace rally in Tel Aviv. 

In 1993, Amir entered Bar-Ilan 
University, the only religious univer- 
sity in Israel, and enrolled in the 
Institute for Higher Torah Studies, 
Once again he proved to be an out- 
standing student. 

After the signing of Israel and the 
PLO’s historic peace agreement in 
September 1993 and the famous 
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Bosnian peace agreement deadline passes; talks go on

DAYTON, Ohio — A U.S.-imposed 
deadline for settling Europe’s bloodi- 
est conflict since World War II passed 
without agreement Monday. Balkan 
negotiators suggested a new round of 
talks might be needed to resolve the 
contentious issue of how to divide 
Bosnia. 

“We are in extra innings,” said a 
senior U.S. official as Secretary of 
State Warren Christopher kept up the 
chase with only two hours’ sleep. 
“Maybe at the end of the day we’ll 
take stock of where we are. We’ll take 
it one step at a time, hour by hour.” 

A comprehensive agreement, resoly- 
ing territorial and other major differ- 
ences among rival ethnic factions, 
remained the goal, said the official, 
who briefed reporters on condition of 
anonymity. But, he said, “our thinking 
could change” on accepting a more 
limited pact. 

In Washington, White House press 
secretary Mike McCurry said 
President Clinton was “available to 


the parties if his participation could 
help them get an agreement.” 

Christopher spoke several times 
with Clinton’s national security advis- 
er, Anthony Lake, who in turn was in 
touch with the president. 

Ever since Christopher opened the 
talks at Wright-Patterson Air Force 
Base on Nov. 1, the United States has 
insisted on all or nothing — hoping 
for a wide-ranging agreement that 
would adjust Bosnia’s map to set up 
two ethnic republics and provide for a 
new constitution, elections and a 
determination on the future of 
Sarajevo, the capital. 

A comprehensive accord remained 
Christopher’s strong preference, offi- 
cials made clear. But with territorial 
compromises proving elusive, espe- 
cially on control of corridors to ethnic 
enclaves, American strategy could 
change. 

“We've pulled together almost 
everything but the territory,” a U.S. 
official said. “Nobody thinks an 
agreement would be viable without a 
decision on territory.” 


But sources in all three Balkan dele- 
gations suggested if an agreement was 
reached, it might be a partial one; 
covering only constitutional issues 
and leaving territorial questions for-a 
new round of talks. 

State Department spokesman 
Nicholas Burns said Presidents 
Slobodan Milosevic of Serbia, Alija 
Izetbegovic of Bosnia and Franjo 
Tudjman of Croatia, who returned 
from Zagreb late Sunday, “truly want 
a comprehensive agreement.” 
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Plane crash into California apartments kills 3 


FULLERTON, Calif..— A single-engine plane crashed into an apartment 
house Monday while attempting to land in fog, setting the building afire and 
killing three people. 

Flames enveloped two units in the four-unit building, only S00 yards from 
ke Fullerton Airport runway, shortly after the crash. 

The pilot, a woman sleeping in her apartment and another person were killed, 
said police Sgt. Glenn Deveney. 

A neighbor, Cindy Stuart, said she ran to the.crash site and saw a girl running 
out screaming, “My mom’s in there! My mom’s in there!” Another witness, 
Marlies Erickson, said the entire courtyard was in flames and a woman was 
trapped. 

Firefighters were called down from the roof of the two-story building 
because of danger of collapse, authorities said. The plane appeared to have 
crashed into the middle of the structure. 


Enid Waldholtz also under investigation 


SALT LAKE CITY — Rep. Enid Greene Waldholtz wants to divorce her 
husband, but the couple remains inseparable to federal investigators looking 
into Joe Waldholtz’s handling of their personal and campaign finances. 

The Washington Times reported Monday the investigation had broadened to 
include the Utah congresswoman. The report also quoted sources saying Enid 
Waldholtz is under investigation for false financial reports and perjury. 

However, a federal law enforcement source called the Washington Times 
story misleading and said, “everything was wide open from the beginning.” 

But former campaign workers have claimed that Enid Waldholtz knew last 
year about financial irregularities in her campaign for Congress. 


Amid hostile public, Utah workers return 


SALT LAKE CITY — Because the four-day furlough came to an end, thou- 
sands of federal workers returned to their jobs in Utah Monday. Piles of work 
and plenty of irritated customers greeted them. 

“Half the public says, ‘Oh, you got a few days off with pay,’” said Sandy 
Hunter, a field representative in the Ogden Social Security Office. “But we feel 
bad. This is not what we wanted. We’re taxpayers too, and it’s a waste of gov- 
ernment money.” 

Hunter was one of more than’8,000 Utah federal employees who was fur- 
loughed Tuesday when President Clinton and the Republican-led Congress 
deadlocked on the federal budget. 

She. spent some of her time off in the Job Service office filing for unemploy- 
ment, and saw several fellow workers doing the same thing; no one knew how 
long the furlough would last. 

In southern Utah, Zion National Park spokesman Denny Davies said the shut- 
down had hit area businesses “very, very hard” and affected up to 3,500 
would-be visitors per day.

The battle for the $1 million to com- 
plete Provo’s 89-189 connector pro- 
ject is almost over, but the fight over 
who will receive credit has just 
begun. 

The project funding, which has been 
a source of controversy between 
Mayor George Stewart and 
Congressman Bill Orton, was restored 
by a House/Senate conference com- 
mittee Friday afternoon. 

“T was thrilled to see that the 
Conference Committee included the 
$1 million in funding,” Orton said. 
“Now that the political posturing and 
chest beating has stopped, I hope that 
we can all get back to the work that is 
important helping Provo and the 
state of Utah.” 

Stewart made a trip to Washington, 
D.C., earlier this fall to rally Utah’s 
representatives and senators in an 
attempt to restore the funding. The 
project had been jeopardized when 
the wording detailing the funding was 
struck from the National Highway 
System bill as a result of what Orton 
termed “politics as usual.” 

Throughout the struggle, both men 
have felt that despite differences of 
opinion, the money would be there for 
Provo. The Senate passed the legisla- 
tion on Friday afternoon, and the 
House did the same Saturday evening.

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Blame it on my spouse: 
‘Waldholtz passes buck 


Just weeks before she was elected to Congress last year, Enid Waldholtz 
dodged questions about $1.8 million she had poured into her campaign by saying 
she and her husband Joe “had been blessed.” Now, her husband is being investi- 
gated for bank fraud and she is fighting for her political future. 

Waldholtz, a Republican congresswoman from Salt Lake City, must face her 
Utah constituents with answers about the handling of her personal and campaign 
finances swiftly and completely. Anything short of full disclosure will further 
violate the public trust and destroy what is left of her fragmented public image. 

Enid Waldholtz’s husband Joe served as her campaign treasurer during the suc- 
cessful 1994 election bid, and he continued to handle their finances until recent 
weeks. A trail of bounced checks and inconsistencies found in records filed with 
thé Federal Election Commission has spawned an FBI investigation, according 
tothe Washington Post. Joe Waldholtz, apparently under pressure from the 
mjounting inquiries, vanished for six days and finally surrendered to authorities 
Friday. 

“After her husband was declared a missing person Nov. 12, Enid Waldholtz 
moved quickly to distance herself from his alleged wrongdoing. She filed for 
divorce just two days later, saying he was guilty of “an incredible level of decep- 
tion.” Aides and political allies from the Republican party rushed to portray her 

‘vas the victim of her husband’s nefarious misdeeds. Bolstered by their support, 
she continued to fend off questions by promising, “As soon as I know the facts, I 
will share them with the people of Utah.” She has yet to do so. If she has been 
Victimized and has not knowingly participated in her husband’s scheming, why 
4sshe so reluctant to come forth with the facts? 
=Many continue to question how Waldholtz ever unseated House Democrat 
‘Karen Shepherd in the first place. Waldholtz has said the $1.8 million that 
‘ssemed to pump new life into her campaign at the eleventh hour came from her 
personal resources and was in full compliance with the law. She promised 
months ago to amend.a Federal Election Commission report to clarify the matter. 
According to an Associated Press article published Friday, she has not done this 
either. 
- An accountant-assisted Salt Lake Tribune analysis in July showed a discrepan- 
‘cy of $1.5 million in the personal disclosure forms Waldholtz has filed with the 
U.S. Clerk of the House. If the reports are true, the Waldholtzes would not have 
had the $1.8 million in personal cash to pour into the campaign. The congress- 
woman still refuses to release some bank statements even as more reports of 
bounced checks surface in the Washington, D.C. newspapers. 

“‘We’ve been blessed” should never have been a satisfactory answer to lingering 
questions about such a large personal contribution. Yet Waldholtz has dodged 
campaign-finance questions from Democrats and reporters since as far back as 
October, 1994. Utah Democratic leaders have long speculated the money came 
from the congresswoman’s wealthy parents as a gift or a loan. However, family 
members are subject tothe same election laws as other contributors. 

Congresswoman Waldholtz may have been victimized by her husband’s mis- 
management of their finances, but she must know how she became the House 
freshman. who spent the largest personal bankroll during the 1994 election. Her 
failure to make good on months-old promises to clarify the source of her $1.8 
million contribution cannot be explained away by her husband’s actions. 

The politically weakened congresswoman has missed key votes in the critical 
budget battle on Capitol Hill while trying to sort out her personal and financial 

_ problems. Perhaps this is for the best. If she can’t even straighten out her own 
finances, do we want her input on financial issues of national importance? Yet 
her Utah constituents deserve honest representation in Washington. Waldholtz 
has been anything but forthright in handling her political problems, hurting both 
her future aspirations and the people of Utah. Now, more than ever, she must tell 
the whole truth and face the consequences.

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Communist influence 
gains support in Europe

WARSAW, Poland — Unseated as 
president by a media-savvy former 
Communist, Lech Walesa is the best- 
known casualty of a backlash against 
free-market reforms sweeping ex- 
Communists back to power in eastern 
Europe. 

His defeat Sunday by Aleksander 
Kwasniewski, who tapped a nerve 
with promises to ease the shock of 
transition, was the biggest blow yet to 
the pro-democracy forces that brought 
down corrupt regimes in 1989. 

“For the Communists of central 
Europe, regardless of where else they 
have returned to power, this is the 
ultimate symbolic victory because the 
Poles have dumped the hero of 
| Solidarity,” columnist Konstanty 
Gebert said in an interview. 

Within six years of their overthrow, 
Communists regrouping under the 
Social Democrat banner with some 
fresh, young faces have won back 
power at the ballot box across the for- 
mer East bloc. 


Appealing to voters yearning for a 
return of the cradle-to-grave social 
welfare net and tired of bickering 
political neophytes, ex-Communists 
have won parliamentary majorities in 
Poland, Hungary and Bulgaria since 
1993. 

In outpolling Walesa with 52 per- 
cent of the vote Sunday, Kwasniewski 
did best in the countryside and small 
towns, where most folks earn barely 
enough to feed their families and pay 
the bills. 

It hardly mattered to such people 
that the 41-year-old Kwasniewski was 
writing editorials backing the 1981 
martial law crackdown as Walesa and 
thousands of other Solidarity activists 
sat in Communist detention. 

“This shows that there are still peo- 
ple who prefer the old way,” said John 
Micgiel, chairman of East European 
studies at Columbia University in 
New York. 

In Poland, young people frustrated 
by a shortage of good jobs joined nos- 
talgic older voters’in propelling 
Kwasniewski to victory. 


Analysts say such voters, a silent 
majority of sorts in most young cen- 
tral European democracies, are only 
fooling themselves if they expect for- 
mer Communists to bring back the 
welfare state or create millions of new 
jobs.

Scott Duncan 
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UVSC brings interactive teaching to home

A video camera records when Karen Merrill falls asleep, 
when she talks to her friend and when she eats during her 
psychology class. The TV screen in front of her shows her 
psychology 101 teacher and fellow students in different 
locations in Utah. 

Merrill’s teacher is at Utah Valley State College and lec- 
tures students simultaneously at various sites in Utah such 
as Park City, Orem, Provo and Salt Lake. The teacher has a 
few students in the classroom and many screens where she 

can see the students at the other locations. A special micro- . 
phone around her neck sends radio signals. A video cam- 
era receives those signals and follows her around the class- 
room. 

The students who are enrolled in this class may never 
meet their teacher in person, but they are able to communi- 
cate with the help of technology. 

Merrill, 17, a junior at Spanish Fork High School, takes 
an interactive telecourse from the distance learning pro- 
gram at UVSC to start her college education even before 
she graduates from high school. 

“T enjoy getting classes out of the way before I get to col- 
lege,” Merrill said. “At the same time it is kind of hard for 
me because | can’t really hit it off with the teacher and the 
other students on a one-on-one basis as I can in a regular 
classroom environment.” 

Kerry Romesburg, the president of UVSC, said the per- 
centage of high school students who go on to college is 85 
percent in Utah, while the average for the United States is 
only 25 percent. He said Utah doesn’t have enough build- 
ings to accommodate all the students, and telecourses can 
reduce the number of students in the classroom. 

Romesburg said high school students can take enough 
credits to make up for a whole year of college by. taking 
telecourses. 
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Lori Palmer, instructional designer at UVSC, said Gov. 
Mike Leavitt’s goal is to provide a complete two-year 
associate degree by distance learning. 

“Right now we are teaching mainly 100 and 200 level 
courses, but we hope to offer even higher levels,” Palmer 
said. 

She said anyone can watch the courses on the educational 
channel on TV, but people who want to get credit have to 
register at UVSC. 

“College students, people who are already working full 
time and high school students take those classes,” Palmer 
said. “One of the classes with the largest enrollment is a 
fire safety class, which goes into fire houses all over Utah. 
Many firemen and firewomen are trained this way.” 

Michael Stemkoski, a professor of accounting at UVSC, 
teaches an interactive accounting 201 telecourse. 

“The important thing for a telecoursing teacher is to 
involve the students at all sites,” Stemkoski said. “I try to 
create an atmosphere which I prefer to call teleconferenc- 
ing instead of telecoursing.” 

He said teachers have to make sure the class is not too 
big so the teacher can provide individual attention for each 
student. 

“I think even more students would take advantage of this 
program if more classes were offered,” Stemkoski said. 

He said distance learning is increasingly brought into the 
corporate environment to instruct employees without 
requiring them to waste time going to distant places. 

Dave Stufflebeam works as the telecourse technician for 
the system. By switching the screens and directing the 
cameras, he makes sure the person who is speaking can be 
seen by the students and the teacher at the various ‘sites. 

“We made an informative video to make students, par- 
ents and teachers aware of this program,” Stufflebeam 
said. “Right now there are more than SO sites connected to 
us with microwave links and we are constantly expand-
